The first thing that Mr Pollock did when

piaintiff considered himself ontitled owing

tice. 

’ The pisintiff ssid—I was omployed as 
watchman at the Hongkong Dispensary and 
my duty was-to-watch tho premises during 
the night. I had to watch in tho street 
und in the passage in D'Aguilar Street. 
It was also my duty to call the dispenser 
on duty in ease of anyono calling for modi- 
cing during the night. Ictsim thia month's 
wages because I was dismissed on the first 
of this. mouth without previous notice. 

By Mr Humphroys—The eompradore 
asked mo on the first of the morith what 
wages wore duo, and Esaid one month. He 
then paid me ond told mo to leave. - 

His Lordship~I did not ask for more 
wages, but I gat a iriend to write to Mr 
Humphreys about my not gotting notice. 

Mr Humpheys waid—~The plaintiff was 
omployed by the month, Igave instructions 
for hie dismissal at the ond of Jast month 
because on two occasions during that month 
the petty cash left in the till ot night, 
amounting to $5 in ton-ceat pivcos, bad 
twice been stolen. I dismisacd plaintiff for 
neglect of duty in not keeping a proper 
logkout. Whoa a customer's servant comes 
with a proscription at night it is the duty 
of the watchman to go upstairs and call the 
dispansor, on duty, and tho only timo the 
robbery: could take placo would bo while 
tho dispensor is engaged at the far ond of 
the shop. He would not ses any person at 
the till. 

Bis Lordship-~Mizht et the theft have 
have been committed by une of your own 
Chinese servants ? 

Mr Humphreys—Even in that case tho 
plaintiff would be rcesponsibl:, because he 
should keep a proper watch. I did not. 
ward the plaintiff. [did not know of the 
first robbery until the second one took 
place, As soon as J was told T 
sent for another watchman, Robberies 
of goods were very frequent at night 
sump time.ago and that is tho reasun why 
the watchman was kept at the door. I 
can’t aay that plaintifi’s attention was spe- 
gially called to this. 

Piointiff (re-called by his Lordship)—1 
lave nothing to do with the inside of the 
shop, only the passage to the shop. My 
duty is to see that nobody from tho strect 
comes inside, and to keep a watch around 
the premises and see that no windows are 
open. I never heard anything about the 
money being stolen. 

His Lordship said apart from the 
queation that the plaintiff “had “been 
dismiased for negligence, the rule war in 
case of domestic servants that they were 
entitled to a month's wages in lieu of 
notice. As to whether the plaintiff was 
a domestic servant or not, the teroi was not 
strictly confined te those employed in 
domestic work. But defendant would of 
course be entitled to dismiss plaintii, 
domestic servant or not, if he was 
satisfied that he had been neglecting 
his -duty.. It scemed to his Lordship 
that in thia caso, whether the plaintiff 
was a domestic servant or nut, there 
was sufficient avidence to enable the 
Court tu come to the conclusion that if this 
wan had properly attended to his duty the 
till would not have been robbed, and aup- 

using Buspicion did not fall on the mun 
hime fit inust fall on somubody who was 
able todo it through his negligence. It 
wag quite clear to his Lordship, louking at 
the avidence, that nobody could get into 
the shop at night except at the time that 
medicine was being dispensed, No doors 
or windows were open and thera was uo 
aceeas to the shop eacept when the dis- 
penser came down, Now, if the man 
was dismissed during the month . for 
noglest of his duties he would not have been 
entitled to his wages ever for that month, 
but this man sought more than that—he 
claimed as-a domestic servent s month's 
wages in liew of notice, His Lordship did 
not think plaintiff could claim that wagea 
in a case of neglect of daty, which was. the 
presumption arising from the evidence, 
and therefore the claim would ba dis~ 
pissed, .

ing them from formally and deliborately ter- 
ninating their conjugal relations by 
autual consent, Divorce should be cun- 
sidered not aa a vindictive process, but aa a. 
process uf relief. It is, however, wholly as 
a vindictive process that it is contemplated 
by our law as it at presuit-gtands, With us 
8 decree nisi is regarded simply as the ap- 
proprinto punishment for a wife who has 
been guilty.of adultery, or a husband who 
has been guilty of adultery coupled with 
ccvuelty or desertion, The law is absolutely 
indifferent to tho wishes of the parties 
themaclyes, and, if both happen by their 
misconduct to have demoustrated that it is 
utterly impousible for thom to live together, 
no divorce will be granted. At the same 
-time-aociety-- seems to—bo—bvcoming—every. 
day leas and Jess exacting on the score of 
anatrimonial propriety, and wives and bua- 
bands alike enjoy in practice an amount of 
liberty’ or liconce, as we may choose to term 
it which, if it is not enough for the Egeria 
of the Westminster Review, appears to bo a 
good deal more than onough for tho Pan- 
Anglican Synod.

The mischiof of voracious novel-reading 
is really much more like the mischief of 
dram-drinking than appeara at first bight. 
It tends to make all other literary nourish. 
ment intolerable, just as dram-drinkiny 
tends to make all trae food intulerablo, and 
to supersede fuud by drink, The voracious 
novul-reader of to-day rejects Scott, bccausa 
Scott's novels contain ‘ao. much good food 
that is not mere stury-telling. The genuine 
novel-reader detests what he calla tame 
stories, stories in which the interest is nut 
exaggerated and piled up ton times as high 
as the interesta of ordinary life. He wants 
alwaya to bo feeling a thrill of excitement 
running through hts nerves, always to be 
living in imagination through thu concentrat- 
ed essence of the perila of » hundred ad- 
venturous lives, instead of toiling calmly 
through the orainury hopes and fearacf ono, 
No state of mind can ba more unwholeseme, 
because noneis more calculated to divert 
the energies from the sort of quiet tasks to 
which they should bo habitually applied, 
and to keep them stretched on the tenter- 
hooks of expectation, waiting for a. sort. of 
strain which i never likely to uccur, and if 
it did cecur, would certainly not find a 
man’s energies any the better prepared for 
it, for having been worn out provivusly 
with a long series of imaginary oxcite- 
ments. The habit of dram-drinking, it is 


héart—i.e., excessive fattening round the 
heart, and weak aetion of tho heart im cow 
sequence. So, too, the habit of exciting 
navel-reading leada to fatty degen ration 
of the literary mind—ée,, tu-av unhealthy 
and spasmodic action of tho imagination,

‘Soe tony,’ 
sbe aflirws, ‘as love and-trust and friond- 
ship remain, no bonds are necessary te bind 
two people trgether—life apart. will be 
empty and colourless; but whenever these 
cease tha tle beco-nes false and iniquitona 
and no ono ought to heve power to enforce 
‘it’ As tho poet sings :— :

‘The matter is one," Mons contends, ‘in 
which any interposition ‘of law of of society 
ig an impertinengs,’ and henge of. course 
there should be nothing like a contract be- 
tween the parties. which either. of them 
sould ti forced or would be expected to 
observe, We do not aven gather that any 
kindof ceremony would be required forthe 
purpose either of initiatiug of termingting 
the conjugal relation ynder’ Mona's thatri- 
mopial “régime. “Tha spouses would not 
marry ‘for a form certain—say seven or 
twenty-one years —but only for such 
period as might scom megt ar ome oi ont 4 
them—perhops amen ora weck, or ahy 
pot het aa hour? Give freedom in marri- 
age,’ aays Mona, ‘and cach pair will enter 
npon their qojon after their awn particular 
fashjon, ¢reating a rofreshing diversity in 
modea of life, and ‘consequently of chance 
ter.! But why Mona should go out af her 
way te call this sort of connection marriage, 
we really do not know. A plurality of 
wivea oy husbands, ‘zs the case might-be— 
the more the merrier—would not be other- 
wise than sgseenble to some latye-hearted, 
persons of both sexey; and. if it is.‘an 
Impertinence for law or tocisty ’ to inter- 
fore with the domestic arrangemunts of 
monogamists, it would be equally an im- 
pertinence for-it te interfere with their 


power, Thors are, we believe, Sonu hap- 
pier mortalg who can cure thomselves, a5 
the grocers’ shop-boys azo said to be cured 
of their taste fur sugar and dainties, by an 
early surfeit of them ; but that is a kind of 
cure which it-takes a very healthy mind to 
operate upon. Asa rule, even whora-the 
surfeit destroys zest of novel-yeading, it also 
leaves tho mind tog languid. to take eagerly 
to plainer and more wholecome foud, and go 
at once destroys the ploasuro taken in the 
pyisun, and lowes the mischief praduced 
by it. What over-stimulating novels 
do for. the yovagioua reader uf them 
is to establigh .falao standards of life, false 
ideas of the sort of emergency which best 
calla out and exercises the charactor, false 
impressions of the discip ine which a stron; 
charactor neds, and uf. the muds by which 
that disciplineis best attained, Yo point of 
fact, that which ig nest useful ta the 
charucter baarg about the aame roportion 
ty that which js most oxciting in Fre aa the 
Grill of » well-disciplined army bears to the 
perilous crises of great battles, Tbe yoraci. 
ous novel-reader learug abet as much that 
jc uselal for the gicat oriies of hie life, by 
his novel-teading, aa the-(faw recruit 
who should begin with a series of the most 
perilous battles in a great campaige, would 
eur by that moat inappropriate of disol- 
plinea—u discipline which would probably 
teach him only to run away.
